Across the water the press ad- 
mits that it would be to the advantage 
of Americans to have England assist in 
establishing bimetallism. 
Here the 


gold press insists that it would be 
ruinous to our interests) to remonetize 
silver, of which we are the greatest 
producers. 
The English papers admit 


the fact that Americans would profit 
by restoring silver; here the gold 
papers insist that the free coinage of 
silver would be injurious to our in 
tereats. 


The English papers protest against 


subjecting their monetary system to 
foreign influence by doing anght to re- 
store silver. In the United States the 
gold press insist on making the'United 
States a 
financial 
dependency 
of 


European money kings and villify and 
misrepresent those who advocate an 
American financial policy. 
The En- 


glish advocates of gold monometallism 
know that bimetallism would be bene- 
ficial to American interests and detri- 
mental to the interests of Great Brit- 
ain and, therefore, oppose 
it; the 


Amerisan gold press is alao cognisant 
of these facts, but insists on maintain- 
ing n foreign financial policy in the 
United States presumably because it is 
paid for doing so.

PROSPEROUS MEXICO. 


Some weeks ago, when the>re was a j 


decided decline in the price of silver, : 
the gold standard people gloated over 
the report that Mexico wonld^hecomo 
bankrupt and would be compelled by 
circumstances to adopt the gold stand- 
ard.- 
Now President 
Diaz, in his 


message to Congress, pictures the He- 
public as being quite prosperous. He 
says the Postofflce and Telegraph De- 
partments, both of which arc con- 
ducted by the Government, show a re- 
markable increase in business. 
Re- 


ferring to the decline in the price of 
silver as affecting 
the finances of 


Mexico, the message states that vhile 
the present fiscal year does bot begin 
under as good auspices as the previous 
one there is not for the present any 
serious reasou for alarm. The nation 
will be able to pass through the ditfl 
cult oeriod confronting it with the 
same serenity which it diplayed a few 
years ago when like causes produced 
alarm. 
The President assured Con- 


gress thai there was every reason for 
congratulation on the state of the 
country, which steadily grows richer, 
while the revenue of the Government is 
continually increasing. The recent de- 
cline in silver, which, if continued, 
might occasion serious consequences, 
only encourages national exportation 
and manufactures. 
While the tem- 


porary nature of the decline, accord- 
ing to the report? received by'the Ex- 
ecutive, permits the indulgence of the 
hope that the situation will soon clear 
up. In any event the national treasury 
is prepared to meet it. 


The low price of silver ia, of course, 


seriously felt in Mexico, where silver is 
produced for expoit, but, nevertheless, 
the country is prosperous and the ex- 
porta are greater than heretofore. 
Home manutactures have been stimu- 
lated by the high prices of foreign 
goods, and the country steadily grows 
richer and the revenue of the Govern- 
ment is constantly increasing. 


The fact that foreign countries do 


not accept Mexican silver at its nom- 
inal value stimulates home production 
and industries and virtually excludes 
foreign goods from the home market.

The JUIsmul Swamp on Fire. 


The dismal swamp of Virginia and 


North Carolina is on fire from one end 
to the other, the result of unprece- 
dented drouth and exsessively hot 
weather. No one inhabits the swamp 
and no effort is being made to check the 
flames. Boar, widcats, doer and rep- 
tiles flad before the flames and it is said 
that their cries as they were cremated 
struck terrror to the hearts of railroad 
passengers passing through sections of 
the swamp. The passengers and crew 
on an incoming train at Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia wero nearly stifled with the 
smoke. They reported columns of fire 
from thirty to fifty feet in height ex- 
tend for miles.

CATTHS FJSVJJK. 


A Cure for the Disease Believed to Have 


Been Found. 
... ... 


A dispatch from Denver says: After 


many months of effort and repeated 
experiments a cure for cattle fever has' 
been found. Dr. V. A. Norgaard of this 
city is the discoverer. Solution after 
solution was tried by him in the effort 
to find one that would be effectual and 
cheap, as well as immediate in its re- 
sults. The plan is to exterminate the 
insect known as^ the "tick," which 
abound on fever "stricken cattle, and 
through the means of which the dis-- 
ease is communicated. 


To do this cattle aro forced to swim 


through a solution in a vat. What the 
solution is ia not known at the present 
time, but crude petroleum is need. 
WJien the successful experiment was 
tried twenty-seven head of very "tioky" 
cattle were forced to swim through the 
solution, and it was noticed that while 
standing on the drip board there was 
almost a perfect rain oE ticks falling off 
the cattle. They svero put into a special 
pen, and the next day, junt seventeen 
hours after the experiment was tried, a 
rigid examination was made and the 
examiners failed to find a single live 
tick in the whole herd. There was no 
damage done the eyes or skin of the 
cattle dipped, and not a single bad ef- 
fect resulted. If the new enemy proves 
to do all it is claimed it can can do, the 
cattle market will experience tomfi- 
what of a revolution, aud about 500,000 
head of cattle will be shipped north 
each year, during the now prohibited 
season, which extends from February 
15th to November 15th. 


The "fever line," from beyond the 


limits of which no cattle can ba shipped 
to the north during the prohibited 
period as it now stands, stretches from 
ocean to ocean and Arizona, New Mex- 


ico, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Virginia; part of West Virginia 
and Louisiana form the district af- 
fected. 


State Veterinarian Greawell is very 


much pleased with the results of Dr. 
Vorgaard's experiments, and says with- 
out doubt the loag-sought remedy has 
been found. 


A meeting of all the States and Ter- 


ritories that handle cattle has been 
called to meet in Fort Worth on Sep- 
tember 27tb, and at this meeting it is 
expected the new scheme of dipping 
cattle will be shown, and should it 
prove a success many of the States will 
be ready to so modify their laws that 
the cattle of the South can enter the 
Northern markets.
